Oiii' I'liblic Scliools. 

To TUB Euiroit: — At the head of Viow, 
bounded east and west by Fort and Y.itus 
streets, stands a rather imposing brick 
building. It is situated on a picturesque 
slope, surrounded by tiuuly laid out 
grounds. This structure cuntaiiia our 
public schools, pr.niary and high. 'I'hu 
merry voicea of nine humlfed children of 
b jth sexes, heard as they assemble on their 
p ay ground, make the air melodious for 
li-e mornings in tho week. Having been 
repeatedly asked to visit tlie achoola I 
availed myself uf tho iiivitaticjii a short 
tiino ago, and was aui'ply rupaid for the 
aoif aacrilico I had made in (]uittiiig my 
downy pillow a little earlier than usu.il,by 
the sight of so many bright and cheerful 
faces. 

- Before I reached the gates I heard the 
roll of a drum, and tho clanging tnd 
claahiiig of bells both great and small. 
This I fuund to be the signal for all play 
to sease, and thu falling into places as- 
signed. The boys wore drawn up in lines 
under a covered shed and aflor a few pro 
paratory exercisea "marked time" and 
marched ell' at tliii tap of ti drum beaten 
by a boy t<) their rooiua. The boy drum- 
mer then proceeded to the girls' yard. 
Hero tho girls were arranged in six tlivis- 
ioiis, and wore drilled by iilr. C. M. Cham- 
bers, trustee, who, I understand, visits 
tlio school uvory morning and by his un- 
coasing kindness .and attuutiun to tho gen- 
eral wants and requirements Iiaa won tho 
respect and esteem of butli teachers and 
pupils. I remained to hoar thu opening 
exercises in the girls' department. They 
consisted of the Lord's Prayer, (chantud) 
and a school song, after which they wore 
led oflf to their respective rooms tu begin 
the lal ors of the day. 1 was particularly 
chariiieu with their sweet voices and cor- 
rect method of singing. I had only time 
to glance in at thu dill'erent classes. 'Phero 
aro fourteen teachers, each having two 
diviaions. I left them all hard at work 
and all entering upon Jteir studies with a 
lieartinesa and good-will delightful tcj wit- 
ness. 

Should one wisha pleaauiit remembrance 
to carry with thom the rest of the day 1 
would recommend a morning visit to our 
public schools. Patkiifamilia.s.

To TiiK ICiUTou: -'I'lic appruaehing eh-e- 
tiou of Kchotd trnsti-es will be the lirst un- 
der the new atdiool act, which provides for 
the city heiug divided into throe wards and 
gives two truatei!S to each.

age some of tlio gontloinen now constituting 
trustee boards in the province are the very 
last to whom sltouldbo assigned tho duty of 
providing for the odneation of onr youug 
people, and, while ailuiitting that theold[:

It'inay not be known to all what ounsti- 
tiitos a morganatic marriage. In several 
European countries tho marriage of any 
member of the reigning family to be legal 
must be formally approved of by the sov- 
ereign and his council or legislature. In 
England it must be so approved of by the 
Queen in Council. Several of tho small 
German states have such a law and a mar- 
riage contracted in violation of tlnvfeUuv 
ia called morganatic. In some cases it 
seems that any maniage contracted pri- 
vately by a royal personage witii o person 

• of inferior rank is regarded aa morganatic 
and such marriaijes are frequently treated 
as nnll by the dignitary wlio afterwards 
contracts another under tho ofBcial laws 
of the country. Prince Uiiristian, the 
husband of the Prinoeaa Helena, con- 
tracted u morganatic marriage and had a 

1 large family. The Emperor Napoleon Ist 
had a morganatic wife who followed liitn 
in all his wanderings. Disguised aa a cor- 
poral she endured the hardships of many a 
campaign. It is time such baneful and 
disgusting acandala were put an end to by 
tho punislimcnt of the princelings who 
contract the bigamous unions. 

THE AQRICULTUJiAL HALL SITE. 



In yesterday issue of the St;iinlanl ap- 
peared a ooinmuuication from Coiuu'illiir 
.lohn Boyil upon the sulijeot of a site for 
the Hgricultniiil exhibition bnildiugs. Our 
j)r«seut purpose is not to discuss the ques- 
tion ol the best .site, but simply point out 
where we think Mr. Boyd's Ifittor is (uuin- 
teutionally, no donbt)inisloading. The ob- 
jection to'ereoting the building on Beacon 
Hill Park did not come from the govern- 
meut at all, and certainly was not raised by 
the provincial secretary upon the occasion 
referred to. What the govcrnmout contend- 
ed for was merely that if the buildings were 
not placed in a statable position to answer 
the purposes of an immigrants' home and 
museum, they could not feel justitied in 
contributing the large sum voted on the 
distinct understanding that these interests 
would bo met. It was also contended on 
the part of the government that the site 
"beyond the (so-called) eriokct ground," 
although doubtless well suited for the pur- 
poses of agricultural exhibitiuus, could not, 
owing to its remoteness, fiiltill the other 
conditions, and it was upon this ground 
alone that the goverunieut objected to it. 
Subsequently, however, a deputation from 
the agricultural association waited upon the 
government and requested that one-half of 
the whole appropriation of S-t,000 might be 
available towards the erection of buildings 
solely for agricultural exhibition purposoH 
upon such site as might be selected by the 
association — thus abandoning the plau of 
combining immigrants' homo and museum. 
Tho deputation were given to understand 
that this request would l)e complied with, 
whereupon they withdrew, apparently well 
satisfied. From first to last, no disposition 
was shown on the part of the government, 
or any member thereof, to interfere with 
the free choice of a site by the association, 
or, for that niattor.by the city council. All 
that was contended for was that if these 
buildings were to fulfil the conditions and 
secure the whole of the appropriation, 
they iiuisl be conveniently located, and 
in doing that we opine they were only keep- 
ing faith with the legislature. 

CIVJG TAXATION. 

. . Tasatiou should be always equal and just. 
"While no man should bo over-taxed, every 
man should be fairly taxed. A system that 
makes the enterprising citizen contribute 
more than his share to tho revenue and per- 
mits his unentreprisiiig neighbor to escape 
in bad. The situation should be roveiKcd. 
The man who will not iniprovi' liis proper- 
ty, and who sneakingly takes ailvuntage of 
his neighbor's iinprovenieiits to raise his 
rents, should bear tho chief burdi.-n of sup- 
porting the city government, ft is charac- 
ters such as these that tho city eounoillora 
should try and reach in the preparation of 
the new asseasmenfc roU. Improvements 
should not be taxed; but the assessed value 
of real estate, wherever its real value is in- 
creased by improvements in the neighbor- 
hood, should bo advanced. By that means 
the man who will not imiirove would have 
topay as much as his neighbor who does. The 
proposition to tax personal property must 
have originated with a "crank," Ix'causo 
personal property is already taxed by tlie 
provincial govornmont and could not boar 
millcing twice. But the present real estate 
tax, if fairly imposed and ocputably distrib- 
uted, would give the city $15,000 more 
revenue annually, ontl would fore© many 
large property-holders, who will neither 
sell nor improve, and who leave the best 
corners in a state of dilapidation, to do one 
thing or tho other. Lei there be a revision 
of the municipal roll, by all iiieaiis. 



PUESBVTKlCIAiV SYIVOD. 

Ov4!i'tui-c Coiiccriiiiii? tlio In- 
tensity of Party Politics. 

Ottawa, May 10. — At tho mooting of 
the Presbyterian Synod yesterday the 
overture of Pev. Mr. Ari.uatrong respect- 
ing tho evils resulting from intensity of 
party politics wica fully discussed and re- 
ceived hearty commendation. The synod 
adopted tho ovorturo, and Eev, VV. D. 
Armrtrong, Dr. Mooro, and Prof. Sorim- 
ger, of Montreal, were appointed to sup- 
port it before tho General Assembly, 
which meets in Toronto early in June. 
In this ovorturo attention is called to the 
injurious effect of an intense discussion of 
partisan politics upon public confidence 
and truth, and asks that the General As- 
sembly shall take into consideration and 
adopt such measures as may be deemed 
most effectual to abate the evil and de- 
velop a more calm and judicial spirit in 
thu community with regard to public ques- 
tions.

HAJUi/roN, May 24. — On Wednesday 
the general superititendent of the C. P. 
P. (Ontario Division) received a telegram 
from driver George Johnson, of the con- 
struction train, stating that two fence 
raila and a quantity of largo stonea had 
been placed upon tho track about a ciuur- 
ter of a mile' west of Agincourt. .The 
train, which carried about a hundred em- 
ployee3,ran into the pile, but the pilot of 
tho engine cleared the obstruction. As if 
in good luck, the train instead of backing 
as is usual was running engine first. If 
tho train had been running backwards tho 
fiat cara would have surely been thrown 
from the track, and under th{3 circum- 
stances what might have been a catastro- 
phe was avoided. Detective Smith took 
the matter in hand, and yesterday ho suc- 
ceeded in bringing the matter home to a 
young man named John Little, who works 
for a minister at Agincourt. No reason 
whatever can bo assigned by the young 
man for such an act, but it ia" understood 
that he is mentally affected. 
Owen Souni>, May 22,- One of tho most 
exciting steam'ooat races that has ever 
occurred on tho upper lakes took place 
this week between tho Arthabaaka, the 
fastest boat on the new Canada Pacific 
railway line,. and tho Campana, whose 
speed has hitherto boon unaurpassod on 
fresh water. The two steamers loft I'ort 
Arthur ,>t a quarter-past fpur on Sunday 
afternoon on the down trip. The 
weather was fine all the" way through, and 
an excellent opportunity Was sffot^ded for 
testing their comparative merits aa to 
speed. Tho boats kept in sight of each 
other throughout tho whole trip, reaching 
SaultSto. Marie together at noon on Mon- 
day and leaving that port at five o'clock 
next morning. After an exciting run of 
sixteen hours tho steamers reached Owen 
Sound, the .Vrtliabaska coming in about 
five miles ahead, making the fastest time 
on record on that route.

It was a 
very ancient form of acknowludginoiit to 
present a pair of gloves to a benefactor; 
and white gloves are still presented to tho 
judge at maiden assizes.

The rock crtislicr Ik hard at work on I'an- 
iloru .street on tin' roc:k riM'cntly blasted by 
the steam drill. The machine has now 
been supplied with a broad iron ehivator 
which works at an inidinud angli\ tho up- 
per end being about 12 feet from the ground. 
This carries the broken stone away as fast 
as it falls fruui the crusher, and eniptiea it 
in a continuous pile, which is only limited 
by the height at which it is discharged. 
Tho elevator saves tho labor of from four to 
five men, wlio would otherwise bo engaged 
in Hbovolin^ nway iiuil piling iip the broken 
stone.

Hill's Body Foiiud. 

On Saturday morning a watchman on 
board a ship lying at Harrington & Smith's 
wharf, Seattle, discovered the body of a 
man floating astern of the Vessel. The 
body was recovered and identified as that 
of William Hill. It will bo remembered 
that on tho morning of May 18, a roll of 
blankets and a hat were found on thia 
wharf, which were identified as the proper- 
ty of the deceased, and it was supposed 
tliat he had committed suicide by drown- 
ing. On his person were found letters 
from his father, aunt and various friends 
anil relatives. Among them was a letter 
of recommendation frorii Aloxatidor AIc- 
Donald, proprietor of tho Boomerang 
hotel, Victoria, stating that Hill was a 
faithful servant and a good cook, and had 
been in his employ for some time. On 
tho left side of the face there was an ugly 
wound, running across and through the 
eye, and partially severing tho upper por- 
tion of the bridge of the nose. The head 
and face wore covered with clotted blood, 
and it was evident that tho body had been 
under water for two wooks. The jury 
found that he came to his death by suicide 
or accidental drowning. Propetly found 
oil the body, was: one New Testament and 
tho following will: 

"F hereby appoint and autlioriv.e my 
brother, .\lexaiider Hill, to obtain, pes-- 
so-s and occupy all that 1 shall leave at 
my decease."

A new land 
reform is being agitated in Groat Britain. 

It has for its motto tho dictum, "The 
game proservoa must go." Thu orgiiiilza- 
tion of a society is proposed to secure laws 
to compel tho cultivation of all lands 
suitable for agriculture and uniiflcessarily 
witiiheld from tillage in England and 
Scotland, for the purpose!' of "making 
Great Britain more nearly self-sustaining 
and less dependent upon American and 
other foreign markets for cereals, fruits 
and vegetables." The moveuiont ia aimed 
chieQy against tho inimeuae preserves for 
deer, grouse, partridges and pheasants in 
Perthshire, Argyllshire and Iiivorness- 
shire, in Scotland and in Yorkshire and all 
over the west coast in England. In these 
shires such proprietors as the Duko of 
Argyll, the Marquis of Breadalbane, Lord 
Willoughby D'Eroaby, Mr. Williamson of 
Lawers, and Mr. James Duncan of Bon- 
more, each hold many thousands of acres, 
which aro kept fallow solely to provide 
sport for aristocratic liuntainen. These 
preserves furnish princely incomes in ren- 
tals to their prupriolor.s, and it is pointed 
out as ail initiuitoiia and absurd inequality 
in the laws that these lauds, aggregating 
hundreds of thuusauds 'of acre?, do jiiit 
pay a shilling of taxes towards the poor 
rates, while the farmers and householders 
are taxed moi*e heavily in conaequeiije.

THE COCKT.AII. SEXATOK. 

One of the most distinguislied pliy.si- 
ciaiis in tilt! world — a man of scieiieci 
ao profound and experience ao varieil 
that a glance of his eye was a diaguo 
sis and a shake of his head a sentence 
of doom — sat in thc diplomatic gallery 
of the Senate Chamber, lihtening with- 
out much interest to a droning debate 
on a question of con.stitutioiuil inter- 
pretation. All at once the bored Itifik 
on hia countenance' disappeared. He 
leaned forward'to the rail. 

"I liavo seen that face before," he 
saiil. "A Ktraiigo case!" 

A senator had just risen and was ad- 
dressing the chair from behind a pile of 
law booka His short, precisely word- 
ed sentences followed each other like 
the successire bites of a file on frosty 
iron. Every streke cut deeper into 
the question at is.sue. Except for the 
slightly sardonic .smile that was worn 
by his features as if by habit, tho face 
of the s|)eaker if as expressionless, lie 
made no gesture.s. Ho did not move 
a muscle of his body, except when he 
turned from one page to another in the 
shepp-bound books before him. A ma- 
chine made to be fed witli proinisu.s and 
to grind out logical conclusions by 
some co2-\vlieel process, as Babbage'.s 
Calculatcr, produced arithmetical re- 
sults, would have delivered very much 
such a speech. Everybody listened 
with attention. 

Uy and by the rasping tone grow faint- 
er, and the Senator faltered. Had the 
niechanisin run dcjwn, or was tho speech 
so dry that the cog gear had become heated 
by friction I The .Senator half turned to- 
ward tho door of the cloak-room. A nim- 
ble page darted in and 'placed upon the 
mahogany desk a cup and saucer. A me- 
chanical crooking of tho olbow, a iiuick 
gulp, tho numientary appearance of a 
while handkerchief, and the monotonous 
utterance was resumed, with the same bit- 
ing emphasis as at first. 

"That," I replied, "ia the Senator from 
Nowhere. Ho is one of the ablest men in 
tho party. Many believe he will be its 
next candidate for President. Ho is very 
logical. " 

"And the cupl" inqiiirod the eiiiinoiit 
physician — "the cup, tho saucer sig- 
nify 1" 

"Cocktails," said I. "It is the way 
he lubricates his intellectual machinery. 
The saucer is a mere concession to con- 
ventional propriety. The virtue is in the 
cup, which contains thu cocktail. If his 
speeches were accurately reported in the 
Record, the word cocktail would bo 
br.icketed in every paragraph, a« >ip- 
plause and laughter are in the remarks of 
other men. The Lord only knows what 
ho would be without these reinforcements. 
They say ho has no red blood in his \eins. 
Fire doesn't warm him; sunshine he 
doesn't feel; ho gets his caloric only by 
internal applications. " 

"Ah, that is right!" said the celebrated 
physician, musingly, and not speaking 
particularly tome. "I told him so when 
he consulted me in London three years 
ago. A very strange case! Who would 
have thought he could last so long?" 

"Anniinia?" he asked. 

"No; cryaiinia," he replied. Then, his 
linbit of professional roticeuco asserted its 
iiiduenoe, and he changed the subject 
somewhat abruptly. 

Meanwhile the great constitutional 
speech by the Senator from Nowhere pro- 
ceeded. We left at the third cocktail. 

II. 

During the preliminary canvass of 1881 I 
oflc'ii recalled the singular intimation let 
fall by my acqnaintance, the distinguiaheil 
pLysician. The contest within the party 
was unusually fioici'. .Attacks on tlu! Sen- 
ator froiii Nowhi'iu were largi-ly based on 
allegations respecting his sui)pOKed iiiteni- 
porate habits. Was it safe to trust the for- 
tunes of the party, and perhaps the destioics 
of tho country, to a statesman who regular- 
ly consuiued from seventeen to thirty-one 
cocktails per dimoV This argument was 
used with considerablo ufluct in his own 
state of Nowhere, and in other common- 
wealths where the prohibitionist sentiment 
was strong. 

Iu the last few weeks before the couveu- 
tioii,lbo porsonalitiesof the struggle exceed- 
ed in bitterness anything within my roeol- 
lection. I'he friends of tho Senator from 
Nowhere openly accused hia rivals of cor- 
ruption. The frienils of the rival cHndidutes 
retorted that if the Senator from Nowhiiie 
hud been presorved from temptation it was 
because he had been preserved iu alcohol. 
With mock solemnity, figures were present- 
eil showing how larg'c a part of the iuternal 
revenue of the goverumont was derived di- 
rectly from the Senator from Nowere's 
eockbdls. Daily bulletins of his score were 
published in thei)arly newspapers unfriend- 
ly to him. MysteriiuiH pictures of a teacup 
and saucer were ])lacar(led everywhere. An 
astute politician made a great hit by liiriiij.^ 
a theatre manager to jiroduce "Ten Xiglit's 
inaHarroom," with startling realistic i.'f- 
focls. The drama was jiresented as usual, 
witli a siuglo exception. At regular inter- 
vals of about lire niinutos all through the 
play, ail individual with a striking roseiu- 
blauco to the Senator from Nowhere stalked 
up to the bar, silently drauk a cocktail, si- 
lently paid for tho same, and then with- 
drew without uttering a word. Have you 
seen the Cocktail Seuatur at the Twelfth 
Avenue Theatre? everybody asked every- 
body idse. On tho whole, the canvass was 
(b-agged down from the high plane of the 
iinpersioual discussion of iiieasuresof states- 
nianship, aud made to take a turn which 
every true patriot and tlunightful citizen 
could but sincerely deplore. 

I was perhaps the only American citi- 
zen who suspected the injustice of those 
aspersions on tho Senator's sobriety. 1 
was probably the only person in tho Uni 
ted States who know that tho Senator 
drank his frequent cocktails, not because 
he loved them, but under medical ad- 
vice, and for purely physiological reasons. 
Yet what could I do? -I had no authority 
to spoiik. Even if I should speak, the 
facts were not in my possession in the dis- 
tinct form needed for a thorough vindica- 
tion of the Senator. Tho great London 
physician was somewhoro on tho Pacific 
coast. I telegraphed repeatedly to San 
Franciflco, to Portland, tn Victiiria. At 
last I learned that he kad gone to the 
(Jueon Charlotte islands to investigate a 
remarkably developmont of the mumps 
among tlio Haidali Indiana. Mumps, in- 
deed, nt such a crisis in American pol- 
ities I I sent, the following message to 
await him nt Victoria: 

For heaven's sake, come at once and 
clear up the scandal. Cocktails ruining 
tho' Senator's cauvaaa. 

After a fortnight's delay there came 
this answer: 

Keep me informed of every new symp- 
tom. Dpuble the cocktails. Will be in 
Washington about June 3d. 

Thia only made the niyatory more dense. 
It was evident that the man nf science 
carod more for tho Senator's case in its 
pathological than its political aspect. 

Throughout those exciting times the 
Nowhere candidates preserved an icy 



calmness which astonished even these 
who knew him beat. Was there, in fact, 
no red blood ill his bodyJ His friends 
endeavored to ' warm" Mill '^iip to some- 
thing like enthusiasm. As the campaign 
grew hotter and hotter, he becanio cold- 
er and mur'o impassible. When his aup- 
[lorters went to him for advice or oncoar- 
agoniont, his replies were borne on frosty 
breath that chilled the hopes of the most 
ardent. They plied him with cocktails 
in vain; be seemed as inseDsible to hu- 
man emotions as a snow statue. He kept 
on grinding out logical conclusions it is 
true, but logical conclusiom wore net 
what was needed to tire the party's heart. 

His friends declared that this frigid in- 
diflerence to ambitions and possibilities 
that make real men's blood boil and dance, 
was evidence of the loftiest patriotitin. 
Hia enemies asserted that all his natural 
sensibilities had boon drowned in alcohol. 
I alone suspected that the Senator from 
Nowhere was in the last stage of oryu: 
mia. 



When tho news of the first ballot came 
to Washington, few really sagacious ob- 
servers were aurpriaed to li.'arn that the 
Senator's vote was 7, inatoad of the 70 or 
80 allotted to him in the estimutos of the 
convention prophets. 

Wo carried tho discouraging intelligeuco 
to the Senator's apartments. He was sit- 
ting bolt upright in an easy cHait beside a 
table covered four deep with volumes of 
court reports. Part way between tho 
table and tho Senator's lips hia hand hold 
suspended a tumbler half empty. Wo 
gathered around him with our .formal o.x- 
expressions of condolence, but he did nut 
move a muscle. He did not even put tho 
tumbler down. 

The "door was opened and the celebrat- 
ed physician from London entered. He 
went softly to tho motionless candidate 
and put his hand upon the marble fore- 
head. Then, with stuue didiculty, he 
wrenched tho tumbler from tho grasp of 
tho rigid fingers.. The arm reniainod aus- 
l^cndcd and tho fingers kept their ghastly 
clutch upon nothingness, the physician 
turned tho tumbler upside down. The 
remnant of the cocktail therein was frozen 
solid.

THE SOUDAN. 

Tlie Eiryptian Campaign.
